Senator Walter F. George, who 
nlled today’s session of the congres- 
onal delegation, said on his arrival 
om Vienna Monday that “the cot- 
bn situation and the price decline of 
ie staple is threatening the entire 
RA plan, . 

“The economy recovery act is bear- 
g good fruit in every section of the 
untry,” he said, “but unless cot- 
yn farmers and almost one-third of 
ir population receive a price for 
eir products enabling them to sup- 
rt «the NRA program, the presi- 
nt’s plan may not succeed. 

Senator George said that he is con- 
dent that remedial steps can be 
ken to remedy the cotton situation. 
owever, he was unwilling to make 
iblic his opinions until he discusses 
be situation with other officials to- 


Beneficial Action Seen. , 

“At the moment,” he said, “the 
btton producer is paying the process- 
nz tax in selling his cotton for a 
wer price. But 1 believe the facts, 
hen fully presented to the president 
ul the secretary of agriculture, will 
use them to take immediate and 
neficial action. I know the presi- 
it fully appreciates the necessity 
a fair price for cotton.” 
Discussing further the effect of the 
rocessing tax, the senator said the 
vy should be collected in install- 
ents over a 12-month period. He 
hid a processing tax also should be 
vied on jute and other imported sifb- 
itutes for cotton. 

“These steps should be taken at 
ace,” said Senator George, “but they 
e by no means exhaustive of reme- 
es which should be adopted.”

UN HIGHWAY FUND 


Vereen May Quit to Give 
Constitutional Author- 
ity to Two Members of | 
New Board.

On the eve of today’s meeting 
Georgia’s delegation in congress 
map some plan to speed release 
the state of its $10,000,000 share 
the federal highway fund, held up be- 
cause of the controversy over control 
of the state highway department, re- 
ports were Current Monday that W. 
C. Vereen, of Moultrie, suspended 
highway board member, would tender 
his .resignation, thereby giving full 
constitutional authority to at least 
two members of the present three- 
member board. 

The reports were heard as_ dis- 
patches from Washington quoted high 
federal authorities as indicating that 
federal officials would leave the mat- 
ter of settling the present Georgia 
controversy up to the state courts, 
where it is now on quo warranto pro- 
ceedings filed by Captain J. W. Bar- 
‘nett, ousted chairman, against J. J. 
Mangham, of Bremen, the chairman 
appointed -by~Governor Eugene ‘Sal- 
madge. These ouster proceedings dre 
scheduled to be tried before a jury 
in Mr, Mangham’s home county of 
Haralson a weck from today. 

Vereen’s Son, Talmadge Confer. 
The Vereen resignation report was 
given credence when Will J: Vereen, 
son of the ousted commissioner, con- 


‘ferred with Governor Talmadge dur- 


ing the day, although both said they 
were not discussing the highway situ- 
ation, 

Dispatches from Washington quot- 
ed authoritive sources as saying that 
Attorney-General Homer S. Cum- 
mings, in a “report” to Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace, assérted that it 
appeared to him that the matter of 
control of the Georgia highway de- 
partment was something which shonld 
be settled in the state courts, and in- 
dicated that in the final analysis the 
entire matter of sending Georgia's 
$10,000,000 share of the federal high. 
way fund of the state may be left 
entirely up to Secretary Wallace. The 
report to Mr. Wallace was not in 
the nature of an opinion, it being 
revealed that the attorney-general’s of- 
fice is still investigating the situation 
in this state. 

Hagee Investigating. 

It was learned Monday that Dis- | 
trict Attorney Clint W. Hager, of 
the northern district of Georgia, has | 
been and still is investigating the sit- | 
uation for Attorney-General Cum- 
mings. Mr. Hager admitted that he 
had forwarded some data to the at- 
torney-general on his orders and that 
he still is making investigations. Just 
what he has done and will do in con- 
nection with the matter, Mr. Hager | 
refused to say. 

The $10,000,000 fund will be one 
of the major subjects taken up today 
at a meeting of Georgia’s delegation 
in congress, which will be convened at 
10 o’clock this morning at the Henry 
Grady -hotel. Senator Walter F. 
George, the senior senator, who called 
the. conference, arrived here Mondav 
afternoan from his home in Vier -. 
Senator, Richard B. Russell Jr. also 
is here for the meeting, as are a num- 
ber of congressmen.

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GEORGIA LEADERS 
ASK FEDERAL FUND 
FORCANAL PROJECT 


Roosevelt and Ickes Re- 
ported Interested in Ef- 
fort To Link Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(#)— 
An application for a loan of $465,- 
365,420 for the Atlantic Ocean-Gulf 
of Mexico canal project was submit- 
ted to the public works administration 


today by a delegation of southerners 
who said they were “very much en- 
couraged” by the reception given their 
proposal, 

The application was submitted by 
a group headed by T. G. Woolford, 
of Atlanta, chairman of the Georgia 
canal. commission, after conferences 
with .President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Ickes, his public works adminis- 
trator. 

Woolford in a statement tonight 
said the delegation had pointed out 
to the president the project was “the 
most essential link in the inland wa- 
terway system since it connects the 
Atlantic coast canals with those of 
the gulf coast and the Mississippi riv- 
er, thus completing a system of barge 
canals and waterways to connect 29 
states.” 

“Further, it was shown,” he said, 
“that it was engineeringly and eco- 
nomically feasible and could be con- 
structed at a moderate cost. 

“After hearing the delegation at 
length, the president referred them to 
Harold L. Ickes, federal emergency 
administrator of public works, Ickes 
heard the delegation after drawing .in 
his deputy, Colonel H.'M. Waite. — 

At the conclusion of this hearing, 


Woolford said, he filed the applica- 
tion for the loan and it was “taken 
under advisement and ‘yill be further 
handled to a couvelusion.” 

Those in the conference, Woolford 
said, included Representative Robert 
Ramspeck, of Georgia; Cator Wool- 
ford; Hollins Randolph, counsel; How- 
ard Coffin, Colonel T. L. Huston; E. 
George Butler, of Savannah; W. L. 
Lee, consulting engineer, and L. W. 
Wallace, executive secretary of the 
American Engineering Council. 


Arriving in Washington this morn- 
ing the delegation went to the White 
House shortly before noon, They were 
warmly received by the chief exec- 
utive, who is known to have ex- 
pressed a friendly interest in the 
project, provided it can be shown to 
be economically feasible. 

The president was told that up- 
wards of 10,000 people could be put 
to work on the project, with employ- 
ment extended over the winter as well 
as summer months. Construction of 
the canal, it was pointed out, would 
save a distance of more than 500 miles 
in ocean transportation around the

The group left but returned a few 
hours later, now about 50 _ strong, 
forced their way past police into the 
consulate and seized the bust.

Price Fixing by NRA 


General Will Listen to Plans Which Provide 
Definite Production Control 
Provisions. 


WASHINGTON, 
The national recovery administration 
will consider price fixing provisions 
in industrial codes, provided abundant 
proof can be supplied that production 
will be controlled, General Hugh 8S. 
Johnson, administrator, said tonight. 

The price fixing issue, already in- 
volved in th. tobacco and drug agree- 
ments, was raised again today when 
it was reported such a provision was 
contained in the oil code. 

“I can see where in some cases 
establishment of a minimum price 
might be considered essential to avoid 
dangerous price cutting,” Johnson 
said. 

“However, I have said before and 
I repeat, any such proposal which 
does not have as its basis the control 
of production is an economic mon- 
strosity and I refuse to have any- 
thing to do with it.” 

His eyés slightly blood shot from 
lack of sleep, Johnson was summoned 
to the White House twice during the 
day as President Roosevelt intervened 
personally to expedite action on codes 
for the coal, steel and oil industries. 

Recovery administration officials 
only admitted the Pennsylvania coal 
situation was alarmin~ Governor 
Pinchot carried latest reports gn this 
problem to the hite House in a 
lengthy conference with the president.

rp Later, Pinchot conferred with John- 
son, Deputy Administrator Kennet’

Company, a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel Company. 

“The situation is ~crious,” Pinchot 
said on departing. “If the government 
acts and acts promptly, we will have 
no trouble. If not, we will.” 

McGrady carried into tie confer- 
ence a huge stack of letters from 
Frick Company miners charging vio- 
lation of the agreement under which 
they returned to work. It was charged 
the ar wa! dismissed more than 100 
men who had participated in the 
strike.

Georgia and Carolina 
GrowersPresent Protest 
“Through Delegations. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(®)— 
Definite decision on a program for 
flue-cured tobacco was reserved today 
after a meeting between representa- 
tives of the growers and farm admin- 
istration officials, but a thorough dis- 
cussion of possible steps to be taken 


was heard at the all-day conference. 

One of these was the possibility of 
benefit payments to growers some- 
time within the near future in return 
for agreement by the farmers to re- 
duce their acreage next year. 

The programs already undertaken by 
the farm administration to raise the 
price of commodities were thoroughly 
scrutinized to determine whether they, 
or any of their phases, would apply 
to flue-cured tobacco. 

Cigar Program Cited. _ 

In this. connection, it was pointed 
out that the program for cigar type 
tobaccos provides for benefit pay- 
ments ‘in return for crop reduction 
and also calls for a processing tax to 
raise the money for payments f0 
growers. ' 

Any step to increase flue-cured 
prices might entail a processing tax or 
tax to be paid by the manufacturers 
of tobacco. This would accumulate 
a fund for possible benefit payments 
to the farmers. 

A suggestion, heard previously, was 
raised again at today’s meeting, for 
a marketing agreement by the buyers 
of that part of the flue-cured crop 
which is consumed in the domestic 
market. 

Before the buyers entered any such 
arrangement they probably would 
have to be given assurances that the 
crop would be substantially reduced 
next year. 

Unusual Difficulties. 

Unusual difficulties center about 
the flue-cured situation because 
around 50 per cent of the product is 
exported and also because much 6 
the tobacco in Georgia has already 
moved to market. r 

Representatives of the growers said, 
however, after the conference -today, 
that they were hopeful. John : 
Thorn, of Farmville, N. C., said - he 
and the other growers felt substan-

Lawes, of Sing 
Sing prison, wanted not only immedi- 
ate martial law, but virtual elimina- 
tion of state lines with full police 
powers conferred upon the federal 
government. 

Former Police Commissioner Ed- 
ward P. Mulrooney advocated “20 
lashes with 20 years” for hardened 
criminals. District Attorney Thomas 
C. T. Crain, of Manhattan borough, 
New York, urged that prosecutors be 
given the power of subpoena and the 
right to question witnesses under 
oath in private. 

Senator Copeland laid emphasis 
throughout the hearing on an Amer- 
ican “Scotland Yard.” He asked ev-

“Many persons have the idea that

Machadistas Continue 
Flight as New Cabinet 
Assumes Duties Under 
De Cespedes’ Control. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—)— 
The American government tonight 
withdrew one of the two destroyers 
which has been in the harbor of 
Havana, indicating an improvement 
of conditions in the Cuban capital. 


By the Associated Press. 
Another United States naval vessel 
was made available Monday to assist 
two destroyers standing by in Ha- 
vana harbor to protect American life 
and property if necessary. 

The cruiser Richmond, Secretary 
Swanson revealed in an announcement 
at Washington, was ordered to make 
passage through the Panama Canal to 
the Atlantic side to “await orders that 
the navy department may be called 
upon to issue.” It was made clear 
that the cruiser had not been ordered 
to Cuba.- — 

Dr. Carlos Manue]:de Cespedes, pro- 
visional president of the republic, ap- 
pointed and swore in a new cabinet. 
He issued an appeal for return fo nor- 
maley as strict orders aimed to curb 
lawlessness were issued. 

‘The situation in Cuba was describ- 
ed as satisfactory by Chairman Pitt- 
man, of the senate foreign relations 
committee, after he talked with Presi- 
dent velt. ee 
Meanwhile, Gerardo Machado, de- 
posed president of the island repub- 
lic, remained at Nassau, the Bahamas, 
declaring that he hoped the new re- 
gime would be successful’ since he 
loved his country dearly. He asserted 
that he was “no longer a factor” in 
Cuba and that he would await devel- 
opments and not try to interfere.

Fla., in a day coach bound “north” 
with members of her pa who left 
Havana on the gunboat-yacht Juan B. 
Zayas. 
Orestes Ferrara, former secretary 
of state, who with his wife had a nar- 
row escape when a mob fired upon 
their airplane Saturday, reached 
Richmond, Va. He declared, that he 
foresaw “an epoch of turmoil” in Cuba 
but expressed the hope that the nation 
wohld not go to pieces.

By 1,750 Georgians 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(P— 
Frank Holden, Georgia manager of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, in 
a report to the home loan headquar- 
ters here today, said approximately 
1,750 applications had been made 


for loans on mortgaged property in 
the state, 

Holden reported that approximately 
25 per cent of the applications have 
the mortgagee’s agreement to accept 
bonds of the corporation; 7 per cent 
sought cash on unencumbered proper- 
ty, and 68 per cent are for cash loans 
on encumbered property. 

The report said at least 30 homes 
had been saved to date and about 100 
were in the process of salvation. 

Holden reported approximately 40 
on cent of thé applicants were eligi- 

le for loans under the law. He 
said mortgagees were reversing their 
original attitude on bonds and that 
local banks were expressing a willing- 
ness to accept the bonds. 

The Georgia manager said courts in 
that state are granting temporary re- 
straining orders against foreclosure 
and that during the last few days 14 
injunctions have been filed in Fulton 
county (Atlanta).

PRIZE CRUISER ORDERED 
TO CUBAN THEATER OF ACTION 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—4)— 
One of the navy’s prize cruisers to- 
night was added to the list of Amer- 
ican warships ordered to Cuba or the 
vicinity to safeguard the lives and 
property of United States citizens and, 
by their presence, to furnish a steady- 
ing influence to the island's two-day- 
old government. 

Secretary Swanson said in a formal 
statement the cruiser Richmond was 
proceeding through the Panama canal 
to the Atlantic side ‘“‘where she will 
await any orders that the navy de- 
partment may be called upon to 
issue.” 

Meanwhile, the Cuban situation 
was described as satisfactory by 
Chairman Pittman, of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, after a 
talk with President Roosevelt. 

Looks Fine. 

“Everything looks fine,” he told 
newspapermen. “I think the ships 
will be back soon.” 

During the day a naval escort of 
one officer and six enlisted men were 
designated by the navy department to 
protect Senora Gerardo Machado, 
wife of the former president of Cuba, 
during her stay in the United States. 

Admiral William H. Standley, 
chief of naval operations, ordered 
Lieutenant Commander J. L. Cotten 
and six enlisted men to fly from the 
naval air station at Pensacola to Key 
West to meet Senora Machado and 
her family upon their arrival there 
aboard the gunboat Juan B. Azyas. 

The naval escort was directed to 
nroceed with them to Miami either 
by airplane or by train and remain 
with them during their stay in that 
city. 

Secretary Swanson issued his for- 
mal statement after telling newspa- 
permen, following a conference with 
President Roosevelt, that the ship 
was on the way to Cuba. The formal 
statement said he wished to make it 
“plain that the Richmond has not 
been ordered to Cuba.”

Far larger than the two destroyers 
whose slim gray hulls already have 
appeared in Cuban waters, the Rich- 
mond carries approximately 100 ma- 
rines besides its complement of blue- 
jackets.

Taxable property in Fulton county 
for 1933 will total $232,489,375 as

WASPS OF LATE SUMMER. 
I always enjoy going into the field 
late in summer and watching the 


wasps that cluster on the goldenrod. 
The best collection I ever got was 
made in a huge field of goldenrod. 
Aside from moving up to a hillside to 
eat lunch, I don’t believe I moved over 
50 feet in any direction all day long, 
yet I got a wonderful set of specimens. 
I shall not attempt to describe from 
memory the specimens that I caught. 
Descriptions of that sort are never ac- 
curate, and would certainly never help 
you identify specimens, even if 
should bolster my memory with the 
substantial aid of a good text-book. 
Rather, I want to give you a picture 
of the swarms that come to visit the 
goldenrod, and let you yourself go out 
and enjoy it, too. I am a little early 
with this article, but it is just a 
teaser. I want to get you into the 
field, provided you do not suffer from 
hay fever brought on by goldenrod. 
Imagine standing in a field of this 
gorgeous color, with a satchel full of 
cyanide bottles. The bloom is on a 
level with your head. A buzz sounds 


in your ears, and you turn to see 4 
large wasp, blue-black in color, mak- 
ing its leisurely way over the blos- 
soms, ‘The wings sparkle and shine 
in the sunlight. Your attention fades 
from this one as you become conscious 
of a stouter-bodied wasp just beyond 
the first one. This one is mt so 
shiny; the black has a tinge of brown, 
and on the first two segments of the 
body a pair of yellow marks stand out 
in sharp relief. 

Still others appear. Red, brown, 
blue, black; they come and go with 
a constantly shifting angle of sunlight 
changing the tints with a kaleidoscopic 
rapidity until you are drunk with col- 
or. Sunsets are beautiful, and flowers 
offer a beauty that is unique, but no- 
where have I seen the play of color 
that I find in the wasps of late sum- 
mer as they dance throug a field of 
goldenrod. A small section of the in- 
sect world passes before your eyes as 
you stand, breathless, before an 
astounding and amazing spectacle that 
is as near you as the next field of 
Solidago.

Increase Not Excessive 
in Most Cities, Federal 
Survey Indicates. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(/)— 
Bread prices which appear to be too 
high are to be investigated in a num- 
ber of cities by the farm adjustment 
administration. 

At the same time, figures are be- 
ing assembled to show consumers‘ 
whether they are paying too much for 
other foods. 

Announcing the results of the first 
of a series of studies of retail prices, 
Dr. Fred J. Howe, consumers’ counsel 
for the administration, said that while 
the bread prices in 16 cities were sat- 
isfactory as a whole, investigation 
would be made of some of the marked 
differences shown. 

A study of cotton textile prices, now 
being made, probably will be the sec- 
ond report in the series designed to 
prevent profiteering at the expense of

CHEERS ROOSEVELT 


Progress in NRA Drive 
Is Detailed at White 
House Conferences. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt tonight appeared 
well satisfied with reports of progress 
on the national recovery drive and 
other governmental problems which he 
received during a busy day of con- 
ferences with his advisers. 

Starting early in the morning, he 
celebrated in this way his first day 
back at the White House-after his 
vacation at Hyde Park.

Communication by Micro Waves 
Successful at Distance of 161M iles 


ROME, Aug. 14.—(#)—Communica- 
tion with micro waves a foot and a 
half long over distances greater than 
the range of vision and through or 
around physical obstacles was report- 
ed here today before the scientific de- 
partment of the Royal Academy by 
Guglielmo Marconi, noted wireless in- 
ventor of Italy. 

Previous tests had indicated that 
these waves would travel only as far 
as could be seen in a straight line. 

In a series of tests conducted be- 
tween the inventor’s yacht Elettra 
in the Tyrrhenian sea and inland 
Italy, Marconi said that both radio- 
phone and radiotelegraph messages 
had been exchanged with the experi- 
mental station at Santa Margherita, 
94 miles landward, a distance three 
times further than he had been able 
to get heretofore. 


Porto Santo Stefano, a distanre of 
161 miles from Santa Margherita, 
faint code messages on a 60-centi- 
meter wave were picked up on the 
yacht despite two intervening moun- 
tainous promontories, indicating that 
the micro waves were not hindered by 
such opaque objects.

TOKYO, Aug. 14.—(/)—Two world 
records were broken and _ several 
Olympic marks bettered as the three- 
day Japanese swimming champion- 
ships came to a close today with the 
racing of the finals. 

Shozo Makino set a new world rec- 
ord of 4 minutes 46.6 seconds at 400 
meters, four-tenths of a second under 
‘Jean ‘Taris’ recognized mark and 
Kusuo Kitamura put up the new fig- 
ures for 1,000 meters of 12 minutes 
46.6 seconds.

_NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—(4)—The 
New York Cotton Exchange service 
today reported that the indicated 
world supply of Americcn cotfon for 
the current season is about 2,000,000 
bales below last season, marking the 
first reduction from the previous year 
since 1929. 

The service estimates the carry- 
over on August 1 at 24,207,000 bales 
against 26,138,000 bales last season 
and commented that with efforts to 
reduce cotton production and increase 
consumption the next few seasons 
Should see the carryover reduced to 
normal proportions of 4,500,000 to

“If world consumption of American
